HIS WILL IS TANGLED. 


JOHN MOAFFERY’S TESTAMENT 
PROVES TO BREA MYSTERY.

Testator Died June 1 Worth $500,000 and 
from Reading His Last Wishes as Set 
Forth in His Will the Executors Are 
in a Quandary — Strange Document 
Creates Much Comment=—A Family His- 
tory Which Extends Over Three-Quar- 
ters of a Century—Where Are the Heirs? 

The’ will of John McCaffery, which was 
probated June 14, is one of the strangest le-. 
gai documents ever filed in the Probate Court 
of Cook County. The testator was one of the 
oldest business-men in Chicago. He died 
June 1 at the age of 86, leaving an estate 
valued at $500,000. 

The will is full.of surprises aad strange pro- 
visiors. Since its probating an interesting 
state of affairs has been brought to light. As 
those who are interested legally and otherwise 
probe deeper into the mysteries which sur- 
round the case the interest deepens. The 
will, which was drawn by Clayton E. Crafts, 
will probably be contested. A long legal 
fight is expected. 

The first provision of the wiil is the naming 
of the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank as 
trustee and executor and transferring of all 
prorerty of the estate to the bank. 

Then Mrs. Mary Ann Baker is bequeathed 
#3,000 a year and her child or children given 
$3,000 a year, with a legacy of $40,000 
when they become of age. This to be divided 
share and share alike. * 


Then follows a provision for ‘“‘my son,’ 


John McCaffery.”’ He is given the family 
homestead, an annuity of $2,000 a year, and 
a legacy of $40,000 to be paid when he 
reaches the age of 21 years. 

Then the testator’s sister, Mrs. Ann Brown, 
is bequeathed $100 a year, payable quarterly. 

Next follows a provision by “which Thomas 
Kelly of the Drainage Board, an old friend, 
is given $5,000. 

Some Strange Features. 


Then the will reads as follows: ‘* At the 
expiration of five years from my death said 
trustee shall divide so much of my estate as 
is not needed to pay the iegacies and annuities 
and to carry out the terms of this will among 
my lawful heirs then living, in such propor- 
tions as they would be entitled to by law as 
such heirs if this will were not made, 
provided that the child or children 
now the descendents of any = such 
child or § children of my daughter 
Mary Ann Baker, nor my sister, Ann Brown, 
nor said Mary Ann Baker, nor said Ann 
Brown shali receive no part nor portion of 
ny estate at such or any subsequent division 
thereof aside from the annuities and legacies 
hereinbefore provided for themn, but in de- 
termining who my lawful heirs are at such or 
any eubsequent division of my estate they 
and each of them shall be omitted from the 
list of my lawful heirs and the said division 
shall be determined the same as though they 
had never existed. ' 

‘* After the payment of all the legacies and 
after the termination of all the annuities 
above provided for ny trustee shall divide the 
balance of my estate among the same persons 
or their heirs as are permitted to participate 
in the first division. In making said divisions 
®f my estate said trustee may convert my es- 
tate into money or apportion it in kind as ny 
trustee may deem best.”’ 

The next paragraph provides for the care of 
the vauit in Mount Greenwood Cemetery, 

Then John J. Mitchell is appointed guardi- 
an of John McCaffery. 

A paragraph expresses the wish that Clay- 
ton E. Crafts be employed as attorney in al 
matters pertaining to the settlement of the 
estate andin hurting up the lawful heirs. 
The witnessesare George A. Philbrick and 
George M. Stephens. 


Codicil Is Added. " 


The following cédicil was added Jan. 5, 
1804: 

I do hereby declaré that I had five children by 
my tirst wife, whose maiden name was Dawson, 
being a son named William McCaffery, a daugh- 
ter named Nancy McCaffery, and three other 
children, whose names I do not now remember. 

That Il hadtwo children by my second wife, 
whose maiden name was Douglass, being a son 
named Henry N. Douglass McCaffery &nd a 
daughter whose name I do not now remember, 
These seven children are in addition to those 
specifically named in my last will and testament 
to which this is codicil. Joun McCArrery.

While the attorneys and trustees do not 
pretend at present to see their way clear to 
an understanding of the will, they think it is 
quite evident the testator wished the bulk of 
his property to go to children, some of whose 
names he had forgotten, to the exclu- 
sion of relatives more distinctly in evidence. 
The main body of the instrument, which was 
written under the date of Aug. 29, 1892, 
disposes of but a small portion of the prop- 
erty. The codicil appended a few months be- 
fore the death of the \testator bequeaths the 
bulk of the fortune to children by two former 
marriages which the testator states took 
place over fifty years ago, and of which, it is 
said, no one in Chicago ever had’ any knowl. 
edge previous to the reading of the will. 

At the time of the testator’s death it was 
generally supposed his only immediate heirs 
were a sisterand a daughter, both of whom 
lived in Chicago. The sister’ is Mrs. Ann 
Brown, a widow 72 years old, who lives at 
No. 1288 West Congress .street. She has a 
large family and all are in poor circum- 
stances. The testator bequeathed to this wid. 
owed sister an annuity of $100 a year. 


Witnesses 


Only Known Daughter, 


The only known daughter was Mrs. Mary 
Ann Baker, wife of W. S. Baker. a Chicago 
business-inan and a former partner of John 
J. Mitchell, President of the Illinois. Trust 
and Saving Bank. Mrs. Baker died a few 
days ago and was buried yesterday 
at Greenwood Cemetery. She was 
given an annuity of $3,006 4a year. 
Her “child or children ’’ were bequeathed 
an annuity of $3,000 a year and a legacy of 
$40,009 to be paid when they became of 
age. The affairs of the estate were further 
complicated by Mrs. Baker’s death. Her 
only child is an adopted daughter, 14 years 
old. Owing to the wording of the will it is 
considered a question whether this daughter 
can inherit. 

Another strange provision of the will is that 
of.an annuity of $2,000 a year and a 
legacy of $40,000 which is given to a 
boy 11 years old, who is mentioned 
in the will as **my son, John; McCaffery.” 
This boy was born not long before the death 
of the third Mrs. McCaffery. Heis now liv. 
sing in the family residence, No. 3616 West. 
ern avenue. He is in charge of Mr. and Mrs. 
M. W. Howard. Howard is asaloonkeeper on 


_Ashiand avenue. Mrs. Howard is a niece of the 


third Mrs. McCaffery. She was housekeeper 
for the testator a number of years before her 
aunt’s death and has lived in the family resi- 
dence ever since. Her maiden name was 
McCahill and was married to Howard 
July 8, 1888. The family residence 
is willed to this boy by the testator 
when he shall arrive at the 
age’of 21, with free use of the same until 
that time. To this boy, it is said, will fail 
the bulk of the estate in case none of the heirs 
of the former marriages is found. John J. 
Mitchell is named by the testator as the guar- 
dian of the person and property of the boy> 

The boy is now at Whitewater, Wis., with 
Mr. and Mrs. Howard. Concerning him a 
relative of the family who is not named in 
the will said last night: 

‘*No one knows who this boy’s father or 
mother is, or at least the circumstances of his 


’ and is likely to give notice of an 


birth have never been made public. He ap- 
peared first as a small baby at a farmhouse at 
Seventy-first street and the Grand Trunk 
tracks, owned by McCaffery. Hé was after- 
wards adopted, it is said, by McCaffery.”’ 

The lllinois Trust and Savings Bank is 
named as executor and trustee of the estate. 
The officials of the bank are much in doubt 
as to how the estate will finally be divided. 
Since the -reading of the will 
effort has been made by at least 
two firms of attorneys as well as the 
bank officials to trace the missing heirs. The 
testator says he was the father of several 
children by a wife whose maiden name was 
Dawson. Tlie bank officials have been told 
these children were born in this country and 
that half a century ago they went to Ireland. 
It is believed one of them, a daughter, re- 
turned to this country. Whether she is alive 
is ‘not known. Three of the first family 
of five are said to be dead. Thus all five are 
accounted for, with the exception of one, oi 
whom a sensational story is told. W, C, 
Baker, son-in-law of the testator, says the 
last time he ever spoke with Mr. McCaffery it 
was relative to this child, who, he says, was 
known as Nancy Riley, and who, it is alleged, 
was kidnaped in Ireland and taken to Scot- 
land more than fifty years ago. 

The second wife, whose maiden name was 
Douglass, had two children by McCaffery. 
One was a son named in the will as Henry N. 
Douglass McCaffery, and a daughter whose 
name the testator could not remember, These 
were born in North Carolina and, it is 
said, are both dead. This wife had several 
children by a former marriage, some of 
whom are now living. These are being sought 
for by a number of attorneys and, if fotnd, 
may be able to throw some light on the 
whereabouts of that branch of the family. 


How Was It Framed? 


How the will came to be framed in its pres- 
ent shape is a question which has aroused 
much interest among interested parties and 
lawyers. It is said Judge Tuley refused to 
draw the willin its present form. It is also 
said several business associates of the testator 
believe he could not have been in full posses- 
sion of his faculties when the will was drawn. 

McCaffery’s relations with his family here, 
though sometimes strained, were supposed to 
have been generally pleasant until about the 


’ time of the death of his third wife, with whom 


he lived for more than forty years. Her 
maiden name was McCahili. She first mar- 
ried a man npamed McKune, but was 
widowed before she met John McCaffery. 
W. S. Baker, the son-in-law, says no legal 
proofs exist that the testator was ever mar- 


ried to his third wife by religious or civil cer- . 


emony, though there will be no difficulty in 
proving a common-law marriage, as her 
name appears og hundreds of legal doc- 
uments and on the court’ records as 
“Ann McCaffery, wife of John McCaffery.” 
He also says many legal papers are in exist- 
ence dated prior to 1850, in which the testa- 
tor’s name appears as “John McCaffery, 
bachelor.’’ On this and other evidence said 
to exist the validity of the former marriages 
may be attacked and the.courts asked to set 
aside the will, 

Just before Mrs.Ann McCaffery died, eleven 
years ago, there was a serious misunderstand- 
ing 1n the family over some proposed disposi- 
tion of the property. The aged couple, then 
both over 70 years old, quarreled. The wife 
lett home and went to live with the daughter, 
Mrs. W. S. Baker. She was taken ill while 
at her daughter’s residence and died suddenly. 


‘While tne woman was ill her brother, Michael 


McCahill, came to see her. He said at that 
ti:ne, it is told, he was the only living witness 
to her marriage with John McCaffery. A 


_avort..time.later. be.wae found, dead at his | 


bench, where he Worked as a shoemaker. Mr. 
Baker has been unale to find any other evi- 
dence of the marriage. 

Case of the Aged Sister. 

There are those who think that the provis- 
ions of the will are unjust. The case of the 
aged sister, Mrs. Ann Brown, iscited by them. 
They say the old woman was probably the 
most faithful and unselfish of the testator’s 
friends and relatives. She gave up many years 
of her life to his service and got little or noth- 
ingin return. It was believed by many that 
in his last hours he would reward her by 
leaving her a comfortable annuity. In his 
life he had given her $10a month. Ibn his 
will he leaves her $100 a year, payable quar- 
terly. A relative who visited her recently says 
she is in poor circumstances, 

Mrs. Baker’s recent death and the long 
illness which preced@d it have prevented. Mr. 


Baker from giving much attention to~the ~-es-- 


tate left by the father-in-law. He is much 
broken in health and quite untit 
for hard work. He has, however, placed the 
cause in the hands of a number of attorneys, 
intention to 
contest the wili, The officials of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank say they expect this. 

One of the officers said last night the only 
light thrown on the case by the investigation 
was the discovery that the twochildren named 
in the will as the fruit of the second marriage 
formerly livedin North Carwlina, but it is 
believed both have been dead several years. 
There is plenty of evidence to show that some. 
of the missing heirs were living a few years 
ago. Among the effects of the testator area 
number of papers which prove their existence, 
The evidence, however, is vague, and a long 
search is expected before any of them can be 
found. 

Crafts May Know About It, 

Clayton E. Crafts, the attorney who drew 
the will, is out of the city. He is said to 
be in search of one branch of the miss- 
ing fainily. He | is thought to 
be in possess on of the _— secrets 
of the life of the testator. Until he returns 
nothing can be learned of that side of the 
case. In the meantime the attorneys repre- 
senting the estate of Mrs. W. S. Baker. and 
Mrs. Ann Brown are working hard in their 
efforts to clear up their tangle of evidence, 

Much of John McCatfery’s life history will 
probably ever remain a mystery. He was 
born in Belfast, Ireland, June 22, 1808. He 
came to America when a boy and spent some 
years in North Carolina, where he grew to man- 
hood and becamea contractoron public-works., 
He went to Virginia and was one of the con- 
tractors on the James River and Kanawha 
Canal. Subsequently he livedin New York, 
and was a contractor on the Erie Canal. 
This was all prior to 1840, and during that 
time he must have contracted the first 
and second marriages alluded toin the will. 
When he came to Chicago his life was that of 
a successful business man. He was always 
reticent concerning his past, and frequently 
remarked that the only property he brought 
to Chicago was the marks of the “ spot- 
ted fever.”’ His success in _ business 
was almost phenomenal. He made money in 
contracting, in real estate, and in the banking 
business. He was a director in the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank for twenty-three 
years. and held the same position with the 
Grand Trunk road for ashorter term of years.

WOMEN FIGHT POLICE 


ATTACK THEM WITH STONES AND 
OLUBS IN A SMALLPOX RIOT. 


Many Officers Injured at Milwaukee While 
Trying to Protect the Health Depart- 
ment in Removing a Victim of the 
Disease—Ipjunction Finally Obtained 
That Quells the Uprising—Battle with 
a Robber Gang Near Lima, O.—General 
News from the Northwest. 

Mitwavuxer, Wis., Aug. 28. —[Special. }— 
Several police officers were slightly injured in 
a smallpox riot in the infected district on the 
South Side today. The health officers sought 
to remove a patient hamed August Rehwinkle 
from No. 515 Sixteenth avenue, in the heart 
of the infected district. 

A crowd assembled near the house as soon 
esthe case was discovered last night and 
watched for the health officers all night. It 
dispersed at an ear!y hour this morning, 
but reassembled again at 9 o'clock. 
The health authorities called on 
the police for protection and sent 
the isolation hospital ambulance to remove 
the patient. At the same time fifty officers 
under command of Lieut, Schmidt were sent to 
the scene. It was agreed that the police and 
the health officers should arrive there at the 
sume time—10:45 o'clock. 

‘Indpector Curtis, with his yellow ambu- 
lance, however, urrived upon the scene five 
minutes before the police. As the ambulance 
turned into Sixteenth from Greenfield 
avenue the mob closed in upon it and began 
throwing stones. There were about 300 
women and afew men in the mob. Officer 
Curtis was struck and almost knocked off his 
seat. He jumped down, drew his revolver, 
and fired three shots, but did not hit any one 
and then drove to the isolation hospital. The 
anibulance lamps were smashed. 

At 10:40 the squad of fifty policemen 
marched upon the scene. As they wheeled into 
Sixteenth avenue from Greenfield they were 
met oy about 200 women armed with basebail 
bats, clubs, and stones. When the police un- 
dertook to force their way through these fe- 
male warriors they were clubbed and pelted 
with stones, and a number of them were badly 
hurt. The policemen drew their ciubs, a 
charge wus ordered, and in a moment the 
policemen were engaged ina hand to hand 
encounter with the women, whom they en- 
deavored to disarm, 

All the time the mob was increasing by the 
addition of recruits, who were attracted to the 
scene by the shouts and screaming of the 
women. Someof them brought packages of 
pepper and salt, which was thrown io the offi- 
cers’ faces. Sergt. Strehlow was almust 
blinded with pepper which was throwr in his 
eyes. Patrolman Green was badiy cut over 
the eye by astone and lost his hat in the 
struggle. Patrolman Bender was cut on the 
side of his head by a stone, and a number of 
others were slightly injured. A womap was 


| etruck by a stone thrown by one of the rioters 


and severely injured. She was spirited away 
by her friends before her name could be 
learned, 

It was half an hour before the police had 
the street cleared and found themselves mas- 
ters of the situation. They were waiting at 
Rehwinkle’s residence for the ambulance 
when.a message was received from headquar- 
ters to abandon the scene. : 

While the police were struggling with the 
mob Attorney W. H. Timlin, representing 
Rebwinkle and his wite, had appeared before 
Court Commissioner Ryan and bad obtained 
an injunction restraining the health autbori- 
ties from removing the patient to the Isola- 
tion Hospital, This injunction is based upon 
the statement made by Health Commissioner 
Kempster that the Isolation Hospital is al- 
ready overcrowded and that the patient would 
be endangered by removing him to that insti- 
tution, as proper care is not taken of patients 
there.

Mr. Wickes, the Second Vice-President of 
the Pullman company, said yesterday that 
‘* the fact that rents in settlements adjacent 
to Pullman had dropped from 12 to'15 per 
cent was no reason why the rents at Pullman 
should be lowered.” He will find few to 
agree with him. If the Pullman company 
had not been in the manufacturing businees 
but had simply owned these houses, rented 
them to men employed ih different industries, 
and had had no other source of income than 
its rents, those rents would have been low: red 
promptly the minute the general reduction 
began, They would havé had to be lowered 
or no houses would have beén occupied. The 
fact that the company was employer as well 
as landlord, and that it could give the prefer. 
once to employés who lived in its own houses, 
may explain, but does not justify, the attempt 
of the company to naintain an artificial rent 
scale, 
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CLEVELAND AND THE TARIFF. 

The tariff letter which the ‘Democrats man- 
aged to extort from Mr. Cleveland at the last 
moment contains nothing calculated to reas- 
sure business-men. He says that the measure 
which he denounced in his first epistle to 
Chairman Wilson “furnishes a vantage 
#round from which must be waged further 
aggressive operations against protected mo- 
nopoly and governmental tavoritism.”’ ** The 
millions of our countrymen who have fought 
bravely and well for tariff reform should be 
exhorted to continue the struggle.” 

This is a notice served on the manufacturers 
by the head of the Democratic party that they 
are not to look for stability as regards the 


_earnings of capital or the wages of labor. 


They are informed by this high authority that 
the disturbed conditions of the last twelve 
months are to be repeated as quickly as possi- 
ble, and that peace can be expected only till 
Congress reassetnbles. Then the war will be- 
gin again. 

The manufacturers would like a little peace 
so they may be enabled to keep on in busi- 
ness, having some slight margin of profit left 
after they have paid wages and other expenses, 
But the President has informed them that if 
they do attempt to continue in business 
under the present tariff law they are mak- 
ing a mistake, for that law is not to be a fina!- 
ity, but that there are to be ‘engrafted upon 
it such modifications as will more nearly meet 
Democratic hupes and aspirations.”” The 
President gets so worked up that at this point 
he drops into poetry. 

Put into prose this means that Mr. Cleve- 
land intends his party shall give the country 
an additional dose of. free trade as soon as 
possible. The wage reductions of the present 
tariff law are not sufficient for him. There 
have not been enough conflicts between em- 
ployer and employé in the attempt to reorgan- 
ize American industry on the basis of the new 
Democratic wage scale. The unhappy ex- 
periences of the last year are to be.zepeated 
on the same 6r a more extensive scale, 

“Happily the voters have a great deal to say 
about these further forays on protection. Mr. 
Cleveland may propose, but the people have 
the disposing in their hands. If they mark 
their ballots this coming November in favor 
of an additional cut of protection, and if in 
1896 they vote to abolish the last vestige of 
protection, then Mr. Cleveland’s hopes will 
be realized. But if the people say ‘‘no”’ then 
Mr. Cleveland will have to submit. 

In the meanwhile manufacturers, mer- 
chants, and business-men generally will have 
to do the best they can. ‘They had been hof- 
ing that the Democratic party was through 
with the tariff question for some years at 
least, and that they would be allowed to pick 
themselves out of the. mud and go ahead. 
They will read with anger and dismay the 
announcement of the President that he in- 
tends to force them back into the slough of 
despond and keep them there. : 
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THE DEMOCRATIC CAMPAIGN FUND. 

The annual address read before the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, last week, by Mansfield 
Storey of Boston dealt with the change in the 
relations existing between the people and the 
Legislatures, the former looking upon the 
latter with increased distrust, and with the 
danger which threatens the republic through 
bribery and corruption of men in office. Said 
Mr. Storey, among other things: 


purify the campaign, and especially must we 
abolish that prolific source of direct bribery, that 
convenient cover for the indirect purchase of the 
Legislature. known as the campaign fand. The 
enormous sums which are now collected are so 


to buy legislative and executive office, but this 
is by no means their worst use. The enormous 
expenditure which we now tolerate must be 
stopped, and perhaps no more éflicient way can 
be devised than the English system, which for- 
bids any improper paymont by a candidate or in 
his interest, unseats the candidate whé violates 
this law, and in aggravated cases disfranchises 
the corrupted constituency? 

The peopie have just seen an example on 
a grand scale of the mischievous workings of 
the campaign fund. They have seen the 
tariff legislation of Congress controlled or 
dictated by a trust which owed its over. 
whelming influence to the great monetary 
contributions it had made for the success of 
the Democratic national ticket. If there had 
been no campaign funds in 1892 the Demo. 
cratic sugar trust would not have had Sena- 
torial representatives at Washington. It 
would not have enjoyed the pleasureof visits 
from the Democratic Secretary of the Treas- 
ury when he was in New York. The trus 
would not have had the audacity to ask that 
the duty on raw sugar remain inoperative 
till the Ist of January so it might make an 
extra profit of over forty millions on one 
year’ssales, But for its campaign fund sub- 
scriptions the trust would not have been able 
to delay action on the tariff bill till it had 
succeeded in importing all the raw sugar 
then in the market, thus enabling it to make 
immense profits at the expense of the Treas- 
uty. 

These facts are known to all the people of 
the United States. Chicagoans, however, do 
not have to look away from home to learn 
about Democratic campaign funds. There is 
one growing before their eyes which deserves 
their attention. This pool of corruption is be- 
ing fed from many sources. Streams of 
money flow into it monthly from State. 
County, and Federal officeholders. A failure 
to contribute is evidence of disloyalty to be 
followed in most cases by prompt dismissal. 
The tax imposed for the campnaign fund is one 
which cannot be dodged. That fund is being 
swelled by the monthly contribution of gam- 
blers and other disreputables. They too are 
taxed. If they refuse to pay, their business 
is broken up, not by the Sheriff, but by the 
police. ‘The candidates have to contribute to 
this fund according to the commercial] value 
of the offices they hope to get. 

Mr. Storey says that funds like the one 
being nursed toe huge proportions here are 
used “* to indirectly demoralize the voters and 
buy legislative and executive office, but this is 
by no means their worst use.”” That * worst 
use’ is to cover the expenses of the fraudu- 
lent naturalization of aliens; to hire men to 
register falsely and then to organize them

RENTS AT PULLMAN, 

Mr. Pullman stated in his testimony before 
the Strike Commission that the basis un which 
rents at Pullman were fixed was to makea 
return of 6 per cent on the actual investment, 
making allowance for the cost of the streets 
and other public improvements. But he said 
there never had beet a return of 6 per cent, 
the net revenue for several years being 4>¢ 
per cent, and during the last two years, owing 
to additional taxes and heavier repairs, only 
3.82 per cent, and that income was so low, 
said Mr. Puilman, that “there was no room 
for a reduction of rents.”’ 

Tue Trisune is not prepared to admit that 
Mr. Pullman’s reasoning is sound and that 
there was “‘ noroom for a reduction of rents.”’ 
Other owners of improved real estate in 
this city, more dependent on the income 
from their houses than jis the Pullman com- 
pany. havo set out by figuring their net rentals 
on a6 per cent basis and have been forced 
down to a lower point than the Pullman com- 
pany has reached. They found it necessary 
last year to lower their rents very materially 
or go without tenants. The rents all around 
Puliman were lowered. Why should not 
those in Pullman have been? The general 
depression in business, due to the tariff tink- 
ering of the Democrats, should have had just 
as much effect on rents in Pullman asin Ken- 
sington or Roseland. It would have had just 
as much if the sole source of revenue of the 
company had been the renting of the houses 
it owned. ' 

Mr: Pullman was both landlord? and em- 
ployer. As landlord, he took the ground 
that there were no hard times and charged 
the old rents, which his men paid cheerfully 
when wages were high. As employer he had 
to recognize the fact that times were hard 
and not being able to get as high prices for 
the carshe madehe had to cut down the 
wages of the men who worked on them. 
Those men would have been morse ready to 
admit the necessity of that cutin their wages 
if they had .seen their iandlord-employer 
forced to reduce rents as landlords near 
Pullman had been forced to reduce them. 
If the percentage of wage-earnings which went 
for house rent had been left about the same, 
by a reduction inrents when wages went 
down, it is doubtful whether there would have 
been any strike, and then Debs. would have 
hed nothing to base his insurrection on. The 
men would have been more ready to admit 
that the commercial value of their work had 
been reduced and that they ought to accept 
lower wages when they saw that the landlord 
was admitting that the commercial value of 
house-room had fallen and was reducing rents 
as aconsequence. The men would have seen 
then that the leveling process applied to all 
things—to profits, wages, and rents. 

There is another point which deserves men- 
tion. 
Moloney anneunced that he was going to be- 
gin quo warfranto proceedings against the 
Pullman company becausejt was owning and 
renting houses as well as making cars, the 
General Solicitor of the company defended 
the legality of its course on the ground that 
it was for the direct interest of the company 
as a manufacturer todo what it had done. 
With it as landlord as well as employer there 
would be *‘ better results in the character of 
the operatives themselves as citizens and in 
the quality of their product as| workingmen, 
in which capacity they constitute the most 
important factor in a great productive: busi- 
ness enterprise.’’ Hence the object of the 
compan} in going into the house-renting busi- 
ness was not so much to geta commercial re- 
turn on capital invested in houses as to get 
better work. The profit was expected tocome 
from that quarter. Ifthe company did get 
the better work it reckoned on as the result 
of its experiment it ought to be satisfied, es- 
pecially during hard times, if it gota lower 
rate of profit from its tenements than an 
owner would expect who was not employer 
as well as landlord. 

It appears from the statement made yester- 
day by Mr. Wickes that contracts amounting 
to $1,400,000 were taken at a figure so low 
as to involvea loss of $112,000. Of that 
loss the company stood $52,000 and the re. 
duction in the wages covered the remaining 
$60,000. Mr. Wickes admitted that this di- 
vision of the loss was nota fairone. It would 
have seemed much less unfair to the men if 
their rents had been lowered. As things 
turned out the company has gained nothing 
by pursuing a different policy, for its rent 
collections for the last four months have been 
nil, 


MORE MEN AND MORE MONEY WANTED. 

The Chicago Health Commissioner has 
been down East on one of those tours of in- 
spection which city officers are fond of mak- 
ing, and from which they always return full 
of projects for the spending of more money 
and the hiring of more men. Thoy come back 
with extravagant ideas, but never with useful 
ones. 

The Health Commissioner has been to 
Tammany-ridden New York, which is the 
Mecca to which Democratic officeholders 
from all parts of the country like to make 
pilgrimages. He found that the Health De 
partment of the Eastern city has 300 men 
while he has but 100 wnder-him. Therefore 
he is of the opinion that the Chicago depart- 
men should have five times as many men as 
now, and that five timés as much moncy 
should be appropriated for it. New Vork 
has a smaller area than Chicago, and there- 
fore, according to the Commissioner, Chicago 
ought to have a larger number of employés. 

He does not seem to have investigated the 
question whether these 300 men who are on 
the New York pay-rolls are efficient workers. 
Nor does he return with any new ideas as to 
the way in which the 100 men on the Chicago 
pay-rolican be made more efficient than they 
are. Hesimply wants more men and more 
money, instead of endeavoring to secure bet- 
ter results with the men and money he has 
now. So, next spring, when the time comes 
for the Council to pass on the appropriation 
bill, he will ask to be given a larger force so 
that his pay-roll may be as large as that of 
the Tammany Health Commissioner of New 
York. 

Such a request will meet with the cordial 
approval of the Mayor. He likes large pay- 
rolls. The greater the number of employés 
drawing big saiaries the better pleased he is, 
for then there are more workers—not for the 
citizens but for the party. The . Health Com- 
missioner is doubtless well aware of this 
weakness of the Mayor, and it helps to explain

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THE COST OF STRIKES. 

Mr. Burnett, the chief labor correspondent 
of the British Board of Trade, has furnished 
a report containing some valuable informa- 
tion in regard to the cost of strikes in the 
British Islands. His’ figures mostly are for 
1892, a year in which there were compara- 
tively few strikes, and only one of the first 
magnitude. Particulars were obtained in re. 
lation to 568 strikes, in which about 236,800 
persons were engaged, Nearly two-thirds, or 
65.7 per cent, of the strikes were intended to 


iobtain advances in wages, and of these 41.4 


per cent were successful, though affecting 
only 20.6 per cent of the persons concerned. 
The partially successful strikes were 18.1 per 
cent in number, and embraced 47.9 per cent 
of the persons. The residue of 35.7 per cent 
of the strikes, to which 29.5 per cent of the 
total of workmen on strike were parties, were 
entirely unsuccessful, Mr. Burnett incorrectly 
assumes that no part of a rise in wages fol- 
lowing a strike would have been obtained 
without the struggiec, but even on that basis 
he contludes that ‘with knowledge of the 
elements of which the partial successes are 
made up it is quite certain the losses more 


than counterbalanced the gains.” 


More than a thousand establishments, em- 
ploying about 30 per cent of -the workmen 
who took part in the strikes of 1892, placed 
at the disposal of the Board of Trade the data 
contained in their books, and the resulting 
figures substantially agree with those given 
by the trades unions. There was a lose of 
$2,350,000 per week in wages, or a total of 
$18,800,000 for the year, to which should 
be added the loss on an aggregate of 90 mill. 
ions of capital lying idle and a loss of ,more 
than $800.000 to 475 concerns in stopping, 
inaintaining, and reopening works. Statis- 
tics of net results to the workers are not fully 
given, but the report contains one significant 
statement. The trades union figures show that 
in respect to 246 strikes and one lockout, in 
which an aggregate of 121,357 persons were 
concerned, the amount of weekly wages paid 
before the strike was $796,000, and after 
the stoppages the amount paid to the same 
number of persons was $742,800, being a 
reduction of 6!¢ per cent as against an ad- 
vance of 5 per cent in 1891. It also is stated 
that in the case of 166 strikes fought out to 
the bitter end the men had to give place to 
others or submit unconditionally. 

The London Times calls attention to the 
fact that most of those who took part in the 
English strikes desired merely to get better 
wages or shorter days. They had no thoughts 
of bringing about a social revolution. But 
‘*in strikes of the type engineered by Mr. 
Debs and Mr. Sovereign there is a very im- 
pérfect notion of any direct gain in view.”’ 
The action of the railroad strikers here is 
characterized as ‘mischief for mischief’s 
sake, destruction of capitaleven if no good 
comes of it to any concerned.” It says the 
object of such strikes, in the secret counsels 
of the leaders, is notso muchto get better 
wages as to disorganize and demoralize in- 
dustry, even if the result be in certain trades 
todiminish greatly the power of earning 
wages. ‘**Totalk of arbitration with some of 
those in the frontof the agitation was much 
like mooting such an idea to one who ina 
dark lane by night demands the watch or 
purse of the passer-by. We have had in Chi- 
cago a foretaste of a strike suchas the disci- 
ples of Herr Bebel and Herr Most desire to 
see universal; a strike used as a weapon of 
industrial anarchism, something correspond- 
ing to the bornb and infernal machine of the 
political assassin.”’ The Zimes speaks of it 
as peculiarly lamentable that this destructive 
spirit, ‘‘one of the commonest forms of in- 
sanity,’ should be exhibited on the largest 
scale in the city where a few months ago the 
marvels of modern industry were displayed 
to the gaze of an admiring world. 

DEMOCRACY AND FLAX CULTURE. 

The Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter calls at- 

tention to the fact that the new tariff law may 


operate disastrously on the market for Amer- 


ican grown flaxseed. The tariff act of four 
years ago provides for a duty of 30 cents per 
bushel of fifty-six pounds, and that ** no draw- 
back shall be allowed on oil cake made from 
imported seed.’’ In the new law 20 cents per 
bushel is the rate of duty to be imposed on 
imports of flaxseed and the words above 
quvuted are omitted. The omission of the re. 
striction is accepted as an intentional notifi- 
cation to hereafter allow such drawback to be 
paid, and “‘there are some who already have 
made preparations to take advantage of the 
opportunities which this affords to use itm- 
ported seed and secure a drawback on the 
oil cake produced therefrom.,”’ 

While the reduction in the amount of the 
dutyon oil may not admit of free importa- 
tions, the allowance of the drawback on the 
oil cake exported will reduce the duty on the 
oil made shere from imported seed. It will 
enable crushers to import linseed and sell 
Calcutta seed oil in competition with the 
product of domestic seed, the influence of 
this fact being far-reaching and having an im- 
portant effect on the market value of the do- 
mestic seed, perhaps so much as to largely re- 
duce the profit now obtained from the culti- 
vation of flax in the Northwest. The paper 
quoted states that already it has heard of lots 
of Calcutta seed, aggregating some 5,000 
tons, beimg ordered here from London, and 
anticipates that this will be followed by other 
liberal purchases. This may seem like a sub- 
version of the intent if not the letter of the 
law as enacted, and the protection intended 
to be afforded the grower be nullified. 

The advantages which this change or omis- 
sion gives the manufacturer of oil from im- 
ported seed are equivalent to a reduction of 
nearly two-thirds of the duty on seed. The 
new duty on 100 bushels is $20. The prod- 


-uct will be 250 gallons of oil and 3,700 


pounds of cake, the export drawback on the 
latter being $13. This leaves aduty of $7 
on the oil, or about 2.8 cents per gallon. Ags 
the yield from Calcutta seed is greater, and 
the oil generaily commands a higher price 
than that from the domestic article, the Cal- 
cutta seed promises to become a strong com, 
petitor, even though the cake be sold at the 
same price as that produced from the domes. 
tic seed. Of course, the extent of the advan- 
tage will depend on the relative prices, but 
at present cost for each the imported will yield 
the greater profit, and the natural resuit will be 
a decline in the price of the domestic seed. 
People in the trade here think the decline is 
likely to be about 10 cents per bushel. So 
the farmers of the Northwest who have re- 
sorted to flax culture because of the low price 
of wheat will havea cogent reason for not 
voting the Democratic ticket at ensuing elec- 
tions.

In a paper read at the recent meeting of the 
British Association Prof. J. D. Everett de. 
scribed a construction of sprmg spoked 
wheels for bicycles in which both lateral and 
rotational yielding are claimed to be so mod- 


erate in amount as to occasion no inconven- 
ience. Each spoke consists essentially of a 
small coil spring, weighing half an.ounce, at- 
tached to a light spoke wire, the connections 
being of the hook and eye kind. The attach- 
ment at the rim is made at the edges, not at 
the center of the rim, and the spokes of the 
driving wheel slope a little forwards and 
backwards, alternately. The speaker said the 
elastic yielding of a pneumatic tire is mainly 
in the radial direction and is practically nil in 
the tangential direction, the lateral yielding 
being very much less than that afforded by 
spring spokes. Also, he says, the energy 
stored in the springs is useful in carrying the 
wheel past the dead points, The idea may be 
a valuable one, but bicyclists in this country 
seem to be generally agreed that the pneu- 
matic tire is the best possible appliance, and 
to be preferred to any form of spring ar- 
rangement that has been suggested here.

Tue bank clearings of the principai cities’ 


in the United States for last week show a 
marked improvement. The total was 23.8 
per cent more than for the corresponding 
week last year and 18 per cent less than the 
aggregate for the same week two years ago. 
This comparison includes New York City, 
which recently has adopted the stock clear- 
ing-house plan for settling differences be- 
tween the parties to stock transactions, thus 
materially lessening the volume of bank 
clearings for equal amounts of business. 
Omitting New York City there was a guin last 
week of 30 per cent over the figures for the 
same week last year and a d2crease of 13.75 
per cent as compared with the same time in 
1892. But the latter percentage is not far 
from representing the decline in average val- 
ues since then, so that approximately the vol- 
ume of business, as measured in pounds, 
yards, or bushels, is nearly equal to that of 
two years ago, this corresponding, however, 
to a reduction per capita, because there are 
more people in the country than in August, 
1892, in spite of the reversal of the migra- 
tion wave this summer. So there has been a 
moderate revival of business activity since it 
became tolerably certain the tariff bill would 
become a law, and the fact furnishes a forci- 
ble comment on the mischievous character of 
the delay in carrying out so much of the 
promise for reduced taxation of imports as 
the Democratic tariff mongers were able to 
agree upon aftar many months of squabbling 
between themselves and negotiations with the 
trusts. *

Royalty Has a Fire Scare. 

GENEVA, Aug. 28.—Fire started in a building 
near the Hotel Victoria at St. Moritz this morn- 
ing and spread so rapidly as to create a panic 
among the guests at the hotel, which included 
the Duchess of York, the Duchess of Teck, and 
the Duke of Aosta.

BURNS SOFT OOAL WITHOUT SMOKE. 


M. Higginson Gives an Outline of His 
Method of Effecting Combustion. 

C, M. Higginson, an expert engineer in the 
employ of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad, contributed a valuable pa- 
per to the Academy of Science on the abate- 
ment of the smoke nuisance at the meeting 
atthe Commerce club last night. Accompa- 
nying the paper Mr. Higginson used the 
blackboard to demonstrate his ideas. He 
maintained that the, ordinary soft coal of Illi- 
nois could be burned without making any 
smoke. Common-sense and the application 
of scientific principles was all that was neces- 
sary to secure complete combustion of the 
coal. He gave the following rules as essen- 
tial to good combustion: 

1—A good draft. 

2—Open grate bars. 

3—Means for supply of air above the fire. 

4—Means for mixing the air with the volatile 
gases. 

5—Distance in which to complete the combus- 
tion of the mixtures. 

In elaboration of these rules Mr. Higginson 
said the grate bars should have air spaces 
equal to 60 per cent of the grate. A draft of 
air through the fire door above the firebed 
would furnish the desired arnount of oxygen 
to produce the combustion of the volatile 
gases from the hydro-carbons, but essen- 
tial to this combustion unrestricted 
space of twenty feet was needed for 
the flame. With an eighteen-foot 
boiler this could be secured. For locomotive 
and tugboat boilers a combustion chamber 
should be placed midway between the tubes. 
The tubes from the fire-box to the chamber 
should be not less than four inches in diame- 
ter, and the regulation two-inch tubes could 
lead from it. In no case should the draught 
for the flame. be direct from the fire-box 
through the tubes, for the temperature in the 
tubes rarely rose above 320, and 1,500° 
was requisite for the combustion of the vola- 
tile gases... The paper received the commen- 
dation of the members of the academy, and 
it is probable that the city will be asked to 
consider the suggestions in the rules govern- 
ing the smoke-abatement crusade.

The Chicago Oratorio Singer Will Wed a 
British Tobacco Merchant.

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BROKERS IN A PANIC. 


WILL RUSH TO SECURE OUSTOMS 
WITHDRAWAL PAPEBS. 


Scenes of Great Diserder in the New York 
Custom-HouseemSome Men Lose Their 
Clothes in the Mad Struggle—Almost 


dence = Many Chicagoans Among the 
Passengers to Sail for Europe Today= 
Geveral News from New York. 

New York, Aug. 28.—/Special.|—A great 
crowd of brokers besieged the custom-house 
doors today before they were opened, each 
one anxious to be in first to deliver his with- 
drawals. The furce of clerks which 
usually consists of four had been 
increased to fifteen to meet the emergency. 
The object of the brokers was to be in the 
van to take advantage of the reduced tariff 
rates on certain articles which go into effect 
today, and an enormous quantity of goods have 
been warehoused waiting for the bill to be- 
comea law. While the majority of goods, 
if withdrawn from bond before Jan. 
1, 1895, fall under the conditions of 
the McKinley act, the principal goods 
which come under the new rates today are: 
Beaded trimming, aniline dyes, art flowers 
and feathers, glassware. cotton hosiery. cotton 
lace curtains, cotton embroideries and laces, 
gt ns and rifles, linen, pig iron, iron ore, paper 
manufactures of silk, peas, beans and musb- 
rooms, tobacco, all spirits classified under 
McKinley act, ale in casks, cotton velvets, 
eotton wearing apparel. 

The brokers had their clothes torn nearly 
off their backs trying to get up to the clerks’ 


was left went when they had gained their pur- 
pose and turned to goaway. There were some 
300 brokers’ clerks pulling and hauling 
each other in front of the windows, 
and the stuffy room svon grew almost 
unbearaodle with its suffocating atmosphere. 
The bundles of entries offered at the five win- 
dows were enough to carpet the floors of the 
custom-house. The clerks were fairly buried 
beneath them, and the big waste baskets into 
which they were thrown after being num ber- 
ed were constantly taken away, emptied, and 
returned. 

Under the new law,which requires every cus- 
tom-house broker to be licensed, 300 brokers 
were licensed yesterday. A good many more 
licenses were taken out today. Most of the 
brokers had entries for withdrawal to the 
number of from 100 to 300. he ordinary 
withdrawal business of a day is from 150 to 
200 entries. It was computed that 
as much business was done today as 
in the whole of the year passed. As to sugar, 
which goes on the taxable list, in the raw 
state formerly free, there was great interest 
felt today. Raw sugar is under the new law 
taxed at 40 per cent ad valorem. To 
this for refined sugar is added ‘ of 
1 per cent. Deputy Collector King said there 
were no unusual withdrawals of sugar from 
bond. Everything that is due is now in port 
and in this one item less interest was felt by 
brokers than in whiskies, wines, tobaccos, 
and ales, : 

At the close of the day Deputy King esti- 
mated that 7,000 withdrawals had been en- 
tered, but not one-quarter of them 
pussed. Baskets of papers were left to be 
worked upon at night by fresh relays of 
clerks. The Naval Office, through which all 
withdrawals must pass for certification, was 
swamped almost out of sight. Asa result of 
the overwhelming rush and confusion the re- 
ceipts of cash were not extraordinary. Cashier 
Bostwick took in $512,344.

JEALOUSY CAUSES MURDER IY HOBOKEN. 


Paul Gans, Engineer on an Ocean Liner, 
Kills the Woman He Loves, ; 

New Yorx, Aug. 28.—Paul Gans, fourth 
engineer of the steamship New York, mur- 
dered Clara Ahrens today in Hoboken be- 
cause of jealousy. The two had been living 
tugether for a year.

SUCCESSFUL TEST OF TORPEDO GUNS. 


Prejectile Weighing 149 Pounds Sent a 
Distance of 3,800 Yards. 

New Yorx, Aug. 28.—Today the fifteen- 
inch guns constructed by the Pneumatic Tor- 
pedo Construction company were subjected 
to a test at the proving grounds in the pres- 
ence of members of the Board of Ordnance 
and a number of artillery officers. One of 
the fifteen-inch. guns was loaded with a six- 
inch “dummy” projectile, the charge of 
compressed air being 1,000 pounds to the 
square inch, Supt. Crelman elevated the gun 
to av altitude of 34%°, decided that all 
was clear, and pulled the lever, The 
“dummy ”’ sped from the mouth 
of the gun through a_ cloud of 
vapor, and could clearly be seen describing 
its course until it fell into the water. The 
projectile weighed 149 pounds and fedl at a 
distance of 8.800 yards, Capt. Rapieff said 
the gun could be easily hid by placing it in an 
excavation so that the barrel only would be 
visible. and he added: ‘* Even if that were 
shot away the gun would do considerable exe- 
cution without it.”’ A number of. tests - will 
be made Friday with the eight-inch gun, in 
which a new breech has been placed. 


MUST BE VACCINATED TO ATTEND. 


Supreme Court Sustains the Action of 
. School Principal in Brooklyn. 

New York, Aug. 28.—Judge Bartlett of the 
Supreme Court handed down a decision today 
in Brooklyn in the suit of Chester A. Wars 
for a writ of mandamus to compel Principal 
L. B. Hanaford of School No. 22 to admit 
Chester A. Walters and Ada Walters to 
the privileges of the school, The prin- 
cipal had refused the children admission 
on the ground that they were not vaccinated. 
Judge Bartlett holds that the principal of a 
public school has the right to exclude chil- 
dren who did not conform to the school regu- 
lations.

TROLLEY CARS IN REAR END COLLISION. 


Three Passengers Seriously Injured and a 
Dozen Cut by Glass. 

New York, Aug. 28.—[Special.|—A rear, 
end trolley car collision took place on tne 
Newark and New York Electric road, about 
300 feet east of the Passaic River, today. At 
least three persons were seriously injured, 
and a dozen passengers were cut by giass, 
bruised, or stunned, There was a dense fog. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Citizens’ Movement Formulated and an Or- 
ganization Is to Be Effected, 

New York, Ate. 28.—[Special.}—The citizens’ 
movement has been formulated. It is an attempt 
to organize all good citizens here to place the 
management of the affairs of the city on a busi- 
ness footing. The movementif headed by such 
citizens as Gustav H. Schwab, William E. Dodge, 
Charles Butler, Hugh N. Camp, and Woodbury 
Langdon, A majority of the names attached to 
the call are Republicans and several of them 
have been mentioned as candidates for the Mayor- 
alty nomination. Allof the names attached to 
the call are to be found on the membership rolls 
of the City club. 

Chicago Speculators Hard Hit. 

The Wall Street Journal tonight says: Com- 
petent judges say Chicago speculators have been 
roasted without mercy inthe last two weeks. The 
outlook was so bad for corn in lowa, Nebraska, 
and Kansas iocal Chicago securities had become 
demoralized and the Chicago speculators had 
made so much money out of New York on short 
wheat that they madea vigorous demonstration 
on the New York stock market and piled up 
what in the aggregate was a large short interest. 
Almost as soon as they were driven to cover they 
would put out fresh lines, and this Chicago 
interest has continued and still exists. 


Jarvis-Conklin Litigation. 


The charges against Samuel M. Jarvis and 
Ireland N. Conklin as receivers of the Jarvis- 
Conklin Mortgage and Trust company were again 
ventilated in the United States Circuit Court to- 
day. The application of Mrs. Elizabeth Garnett 
of England to have them removed as receivers 
was moved. There was another motion made 
calling for an order to compel the receivers to 
throw open their books for inspection. Decision 
was reversed on that point. 

Wheelmen to Go into Politics. 

The League of American Wheelmen has de- 
cided to take an active part in politics in the 
near future. President Luscomb has sent to the 
chief Consuls ofthe Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Connecticut, Maryland, Missouri, Lllinois, and 
Ohio divisions a communication asking co- 
operation in political work toward securing local 
and State legislation in favor of good roads and 
wheelmen’s privileges. The Consuls have all sig- 
nified their intention to join in the work. 

Purse Lost on La Touraine. 

The French line steamship La Touraine seems 
to have struck a run of bad lnck. Mrs, A. J. Caton 
of Chicago is still looking for the jewelry which 
was stolen from her during a recent passage to 
Havre, and now another theft has been com- 
mitted. An advertisement which appeared today 
offered a reward forthe return of a purse and 
draft lost on La.Touraine Saturday, evidently 
by some one who had gone to bid adieu to friends. 

Bad Effect of Cleveland’s Letter. 

Dealers in commercial paper say that the Pres- 
ident’s letter has cut off a great deal of long- 
time money on commercial paper. There was a 
disposition to lend rather freely, but fear of re- 
newed tariff agitation has cut down business ac- 
commodation money. 

Levi P. Morton Will Probably Accept. 

There appears to be no question about Levi P. 
Morton accepting the nomination for Governor 
of this State. There was a conference between 
him and Mr. T. C. Platt today. Mr. Platt said 
after the conference that Mr. Morton was favor- 
ably disposed to the nomination. 

To Lay the New Cable. 

The Commercial Cable company’s steamer 
Mackey-Bennett has arrived from Halifax. It 
will procéed at once to lay the shore end of the 
new commercial cable from Coney Island Point 
up through the narrows and up the bay to New 
York City. 


ATE PARIS GREEN RUT STILL LIVES, 


John Gustafson Insists He Took the Poison 
as a Stimulant. 

John Gustafson lay in his bed last night at 
No, 62 Wendell street. On-a table by the bed 
wasa box of paris green, the contents of 
which John was leisurely devouring with ap- 
parent relish, He had eaten two tablespoon- 
fuls when a friend notified the police that 
John was trying to commit suicide. Two 
officers and the ambulance were soon at hand 
to take the supposed would-be suicide to the 
hospital. but John surprised the officers by 
protesting that he didn’t care to go with them. 
“Tam in no danger,’ he said. “It has been 
my habit for ten years to eat paris green 
whenever I feel bad. It acts as a stimulant 
upon me.”’ John’s neighbors told the offi- 
cers that he was in love witha young woman 
who had jilted him and that he was eating the 

oison because he was despondent. John, 
1owever, indignantly denied this. He was 
finally persuaded, much against his will, to 
go to the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. An 
emetic was given him, and the physicians said 
that although he had taken more than enough 
to kill an ordinary person he would recover, 
It was said that by constant use of the puvison 
an ordinary dose had ho effect upon him.

MAY BEATARETREAT 


GEN. MILES WILL PROBABLY tyr. 
TATE M’OLELLAN’S ACTION, . 


Scheme to Entrap the Enemy to a Disad- 
vantageous Position in Today’s Maneu- 
vers=Ambulance and Hospital Corps to 
Have Practice Under Mej. Girard=Gos- 
sip About That Little Affair with Fists 
Welsh Taken to Fort Sheridan Under 
Medical Surveillance. 


Wednesday, August 29, 8 o'clock p. m.—The 
troops will move upon the field in the usual man- 
ner. with a squadron of cavalry, a battery of ar- 
tillery in front, representing a brigade.or division 
ry; this to be followed by three battal- 
ions of infantry, each accompanied by a battery 
of artillery and each representing a divison of 
infantry. One battery of artillery will be held 
in reserve, followed by a squadron of calvary as 
a rear guard. On each flank will be 
two troops of cavalry thrown out as 
flankers. he advance command of cavalry 
will develop the enemy’s position, when 
the line of battle will be formed on the internal 
subdivisions. The troops in advance will about 
face, move on left into line and. face to the rear; 
those in the rear will move on left into line. This 
will form the line of battle. The infantry will 
throw out a picket line after the cavalry have 
fallen back on the main line, The infantry pick- 
ots Mbp ei che enemy, then retire, and the 
whole line will’ become engaged. In the mean- 
time the cavalry will concentrate in the rear of 
the main line and make a detour around the 
right flank of the enemy. The reserve artillery 
will be marched to the left of the line. Afcer 
inaking the detour the cavalry will make an at- 
tack on the rear of the enemy’s right Hank, and 
this, with the heavy artillery fire on the left, is 
supposed to break the right flank of the enemy. 
Then the left will advance, followed by the cen- 
ter and right divisions, which will in turn form 
a junction with the cavalry command. 

Today’S maneuvers on ‘the field of Niles 
will look like a great battle viewed through 
the wrong end of a field glass. Gen. Miles 
will split his little army into four divisions or 
brigades. and each battalion commander will 
have to carry himself like a Brigadier. The’ 
line, which will be something less than a mile 
long, will maneuver as if it stretched over fif- 
teen or twenty times that much territory. In 
the detour which the cavalry command makes 
to fall upon the rear of the enemy’s right 
flank it must be supposed that from five to 
ten miles have been traveled instead of only 
half a mile or so, It will make altogether a 
verv complicated action. Gen, Miles said last 
night he might modify this plan somewhat 
vy ordering a retreat in good order—a move- 
ment somewhat like McClellan’s sham re- 
treat in the seven days’ fight about Richmond, 
when he let the Confedetate line pursue him 
from White Oak Swamp to Malvern Hill 
with the idea of getting the enemy into a dis- 
advantageous position, where he could cut 
him to pieces, as he bad. 

One feature of today’s fight which will bo 
interesting will be the drill of the ambulance 
and hospital corps under Maj. Girard. Cer- 
tain soldiers will be toid off to dieor be 
wounded and these will be lugged off after 
the most approved methods, Maj. Gi- 
rard wishing to train his men in skill and 
quickness in evacuating a battlefield and 
clearing up the wounded, one of the hardest 
problems of war. 

There is still much gossip in the camps 
about the affair between Col, Crofton and 
Lieut. Welsh and some officers are still ex- 

ecting a court-martialto be ordered to try 
Mr. Welsh. According to what Gen. Miles 
says, however, there is very remote possibility 
of any court-martial in the case. Gen, Miles 
yesterday issued orders that Mr. Welsh, in 
accordance with the finding of the Medical 
Board declaring him to have been tempora- 
rily insane, should be relieved from all mili- 
tary duties and should return to his quarters 
at Fort Sheridan, thereto remain under the 
surveillance ofa medical officer. This was 
done yesterday afternoon. There he will 
probably remain until he is ordered to appear 
before a retiring board, whichitis expected 
will be soon summone‘4, 

It is not at all likely that Col. Crofton will 
prefer charges for a court-martial and Gen, 
Miles says he does not expect to order one. 
“If one should convene,” said Gen. Miles, 
‘*the defense. of course, would be the find.ng 
of the Medical Board—a plea of insanity— 
which has the same force in a court-martial 
as in a civil court. In case sucha thing hap- 
pened the Judge advocate would almost cer- 
tainly enter a nolle prosequi. I have never 
heard of a case of this sort where a _ court- 
martial was coyvened.”’ 

Yesterday the camps were exceedingly 
quiet. The Evanston ——e Crew 
turned out in the morning and gave its cele- 
brated capsizing drili on the lake in front of 
the General’s headquarters. The men whom 
Uncle Sam hires to kill folks seemed to be 
much interested in the skillful work of the 
men whom Uncle Sam hires to keep folks 
from getting killed. 

Orders have gone out that when camp is 
broken next Monday the artillery and in- 
fantry from posts other than Sheridan shall 
take trains at Evanston. But the cavalry has 
orders to march back to Fort Sheridan. That 
means another spell of camp life on 
the reservation for the men of the Third 
and the Sixth. Orders for the final disposi- 
tion of these troops are still withheld and no 
one knows where they are going. 

Lieut. Heard of the Third Cavalry returned 
yesterday to Fort Riley. He wiil be back in 
Chicago again in October to take part in the 
cavalry pistol competitions. Lieut, Heard is 
accounted about the handiest man with a six- 
shooter in the whole army.

TWO KILLED IN DISPENSARY ROW. 


Whisky Constable and a Merchant Are 
Shot in Blackville, 8. C. 

Buiacxvitte, 8. C., Aug. 28.—[Special.]— 
Solomon Brown, son of a merchant, and John 
Gribben of the State constabulary force, 
were killed here this afterrfoon, as the result 
of an old feud growing out of the dispensary 
law. Gribben was formerly Town Marshal, 
and when Tillman was a candidate for Gov- 
ernor first Gribben worked for him. A Town 
Board was elected which would not reappoint 
Gribben Marshal, Simon Brown leading 
the opposition. Gribben published a letter 
reflecting on the Jews, and this ‘widened the 
breach. Then Gribben was. appointed a 
whisky constable and opened many boxes of 
goods consigned to Brown, on the pretense of 
looking for illicit whisky. Today he opened 
a box of clothing from Baltimore consigned 
to Brown. Soonafter Brown met Gribben 
and reproached him for opening this particu- 
lar package, calling it persecution. 

e argument waxed warm,and Simon 
Brown was joined by his three sons, Solomen, 
Isadore, and Herman. Gribben offered to 
fight any one of them, and Isadore Brown, a 

outh 20 years of age, asked him to remove 
is coat and badge. Gribben struck at Isa- 
dore Brown, who knocked Gribben against a 
wall. Pistols were drawn by Solomon Brown, 
Herman Brown, and Gribben, six or 
seven shots were fired. ribben was shot 
through the left shoulder‘and near the heart, 
the ball entering the left lung, and staggered 
into Mr. Still’s store, firing at Solomon 
Brown, who fell half way to the ground at 
— followed by 

two or three others, one of which entered the 
brain, another the right side, and a third per- 
forated the heart. Gribben after being shot 
walked through Mr. Still’s store to the back. 
yard, where he fell and died within ten

WORKS A CHECK GAME 


WILLIAM LODTMANN I8 ACOUSED OF 
A SERIOUS ORIME. 


He Is Saia to Have Kepresented Himself 
as a Journalist and Under This Guise 
Induced the Hotel Willard Proprietor 
to Cash a Forged DrafteHis Career= 
Graham, Murderer of Young Ryan, Is 
Given Only Fifteen Years in the Peni- 
tentiary=—Saved from “Con” Men. 


Another smooth hotel! swindler has visited 
Chicago and fora smailsum of money has 
placed himself in a position which may, lead 
him to Joliet. He travels under the name of 
William Lodtmann, representing himself as 
a journalist contributor to a number of East- 
ern journals, and then works, with apparent 
success, the old forged draft racket. Among 
the hotel men of Chicago who pride them- 
selves on their powers of peréeption there is 
none more confident than J. Q. Savage, 
manager of the Hotel Willard, Eighteenth 
street and Wabash avenue. But he has now 
met his match and he wants tosee William 
Lodtmann who registered at the Willard 
Aug. 20, accompanied by his wife. He had 
been a guest of the house twice within the 
last year, paying his bills promptly and giv- 
ing every evidence of being a journalist. On 
this last visit he told Landlord Savage he had 
been engaged by the Forum to write 
a series of articles on compulsory life inesur- 
ance, as in vogue in Germany. Last Thurs- 
day he produced a letter dated at New York 
and signed **Charles F. Brush, assistant edi- 
tur,”’ written on plain paper, but with ‘* The 
Forum, Union Square,’ placed by a rubber 
stamp in the upper left hand corner. It was 
dated Aug. 8 and addressed to Lodtmarn at 


| the Hotel Normandie, Detroit, containing the 


information that orders for $20 each on the 
Forum were inclosed, but that there was so 
much matter on hand his contribution could 
not be used for the September number. The. 
tall German asked Mr. Savage if he would be 
so kind as to cash one of the drafts. ‘* Why, 

certainly, only too pleased,”’ said Mr, Savage.» 
The German wanted to use the money fora 
two days’ trip to Peru, Il!., the home of his 
wife’s parents, and would return Saturday 
evening. But the instant he received the 
money he became nérvous and fidgety and 
the landlord’s suspicions were aroused. Lodt- 

mann and his wife left Thursday night and 

have not yet returned. The drafts 
were placed in the bank for collection, 
but Mr. Savage protected himself against 
protest charges. Saturday morning he read a 
dispatch from Milwaukeein Tue TRIBUNE an- 
nouncing thata man named William Lodt- 
mann, representing himself as traveling for 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co. of Boston, had swin- 

died A. W. Rieh of Milwaukee out of $20 on 

a forged draft. Letters had also been re- 

ceived there saying Mr. Rich was only one of 
a score of victims heard from so far in vari- 
ous sections of the Northwest. Monday Mr. 

Savage received a telegram from the Forum 

declaring the drafts forgeries. The man giv- 

ing his name as Lodtmann is a blonde Ger- 

man, fully six feet tall, and slender, with a 
blonde mustache. He is well posted, his man- 

ners are refined, and he hasa thorough knowl- 

edge of journalism. A year ago he married 

the daughter of Peter Debo of Peru, Ill., 

against the wishes of the family, and she trav- 

els with him. 

FARMER SAVED FROM TWO “CON” MEN. 
William G, Alexander’s “Steerers” Ar- 
rested Just in the Nick of Time. 

William G, Alexander, an elderly fatmer 
from Slidell, Vermilion County, Ill., had a 
narrow escape from loss yesterday at the 
hands of two confidence operators. On the 
pretext that one of them was the son of N. C. 
toglish, President of the Danville First Na- 
tional Bank and a friend of Alexander, they 
induced the farmer to go to 4 room on Harri- 
son street. Then a new scheme was sprung. 
A layout known as the lottery game was 
spread on the table and was being explained 
to the victim, who was about to invest, when 
Detectives Crowe ana Cussens arrived. . They 
had been watching the proceedings from 
the time Alexander was accosted on 
the street. They surprised the confi- 
dence men more than they did _ the 
farmer when they pladed them under arrest 
and started to the station. The prisoners 
proved to be green goods and confidence men, 
who had worked in Chicago during the 
World’s Fair. The one who pretended to be 
the son of the Danville banker gave his name 
at the station as William Davis, and the other 
said his name was John Curran. In their 
pockets were found at least $4,000 in bogus 
greenbacks, neatly wrapped in packages of 
$2,000 each, and with two or three good bilis 
on the outside. A number of bogus checks 
and other property of the same kind were 
found on them, and they will be held and 
other cities notified of their arrest, as the po- 
lice think they have been operating in St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, and other Western cities. 


GRAHAM GETS ONLY FIFTEEN YEARS. 


Death Perialty Is Asked, but the Jury De- 
clines to Inflict It, 

Timothy, alias: Frank, Graham was found 
guilty of the murder of George Ryan yester- 
day and sentenced to fifteen years in the 
penitentiary. The case was given to the 
jury at 11 o’clock Monday night, but the jury 
did not begin its deliberation until 7 o’clock 
yesterday morning. Four hours were con. 
sumed in the discussion of the punishment. 
The first ballot showed nine for conviction on 
the charge of murder and three for conviction 
for mansiaughter. When it was decided the 
crime of murder had been committed, the 
matter of the punishment was taken up. Not 
a juror voted for the death penalty, and only 
one voted for a lifesentence. The vote on the 
sentence ranged from ten to twenty-five, and 
fifteen years was finaliy agreed upon. Gra- 
ham’s face flushed when the verdict was read, 
and his sisters burst into tears. Assistant 
State’s-Attorney Knight would not discuss 
the verdict, but he seemed disappointed at the 
result of the trial, during which he had asked 
the infliction of the death penalty. The de- 
fense entered a motiop fora newtrial. Gra- 
ham killed George Ryan, 15 years old, at No. 
768 Thirty-tirst street, July 17, 1883.

When 
she visited Rolston’s rooms it was found that, 
although the body had been embalmed, de- 
composition had so discolored and swollen it 
that identification was absolutely impossible, 
Bloedel’s friends were told the condition of 
the body was due to the fact that it had not 
been packed in ice, that commodity 
not being used at that establishment. 
Qne of the dead man’s friends said: 
** The Cook’County Morgue is provided with 
refrigerator recziving boxes for bodies held 
for identification, and a body may be kept in 
perfectiy good condition for weeks. If I had 
not known Bioedel’s body was at Rolston’s 
his sister would not have been able to identify 
him.” The hack and cab men who stand at 
Clark and Madison streets who knew Bioedel 
are incensed at the manner in which the body 
of their friend was treated and will make a 
protest to Coroner McHale.

Train robbers Griswold and Lake were pos-

of their revolvers robbed Conductor 
W. A. Nichlass and Brakeman H. H. 
Potter of their gold watches and chains and a 
small sum of money. ver since Griswold 
and Lake were captured Capt. Rehm, under 
direction of Inspector Schaack, has been work- 
ing on the theory that the two desperadoes 
were connected with the Lake Shore robbery. 
Yesterday afternoon Conductor Nich- 
lass and Brakeman Potter, with James 
Mullaney, chief “of the Lake 
detectives, called at the West Chicago Avenue 
Police Station and were allowed to see the 
two prisoners. The identification established 


by them was complete, the size and general 
| appearance of Lake and Griswolg tallying 
‘in every particular with the description 


given of the men who robbed them. 
When the two robbers boarded the train it 
was in Tilinois, but when they jumped_from 
the caboose it had gone some distance into 
Indiana. It is thought, however, the- Illinois 
courts will have jurisdiction in the case. In- 
spector Schaack said last night that as the rob- 
bery was begun in Illinois he thought the 
Illinois courts would retain jurisdiction over 
the case. 

Special Officer Patrick McGrath of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad, who was 
wounded during the chase Saturday which 
ended in the capture of the train robbers, 
died at 6 o’clock last evening at his residence, 
No. 1025 Walnut street, where he d been 
taken from St. Luke’s Hospital. 

Griswold and Lake are still confined at the 
West Chicago Avenue Station awaiting the 
arrival of the Lake County authorities, who 
will take them to Waukegan, where they _ will 
be tried for the murder of Officer Patrick 
Owens. In view of McGrath’s death they 
may be held for trial in Cook County. : 

A dispute ainong police officers in regard to 
the proper person upon whom shall rest the 
credit for the capture of Griswo'd and Lake 
was called to the attention of Chief Brennan 
last night. It is claimed Capt. Rehm de- 
serves the credit for the plan which resulted 
in their capture, and that he has not received 
the credit justly due him. Chief ‘Brennan’s 
comment was brief. He said: ;

OHARLES OOUNSELMAN’S IDEA OF 
OUTSIDE PROTECTION. 


He Takes a Large. Party of Agents and 
Managers to South Chicago and Shows 
Them How to Fiood an Elevator Inside 
and. Outside=—His Arrangement Is Ap- 
proved and Said to Bs Almost as Per- 
fect as Can Be Manage(dl=General News 
of the Insurance World. 


More water was thrown through nossies in 
South Chicago yesterday afternoon than 
enough to float a battleship. Two immense 
structures were bombarded with powerful 
streams from every direction, and for a day 
or éwo, at least, in their history they will pre- 
vent a cleanly and spotless exterior. It was 
an exhibition test of the only outside system 
for fire protection in Chicago. 

For months Charles Counselman has been 
thinking over the probable success of his pet 
project. He had conceived the idea of con- 
structing a perfect grain elevator, with abso- 
lute protection against fire, and he was carry- 
ing the idea into practical results by erecting 
such a plant. The plans were perfected and 
the immense building erected just across the 
slip from his Elevator D, in South Chicago, 
und the new structure was christened Elevator 
C. As the latter was being built he carried 
out the plans for fire protection. The build- 
ing was equipped with sprinklers at every 
eight square feet, on the ground floor were 
set nine lines of hose, and on each other floor 
were four lines. Outside protection was elab- 
orately arranged, and then Mr. Counselman 
determined to make a public test before the 
insurance men of Chicago. Invitations were 
issued by Mr. Counselman to the fire insur- 
ance representatives of this city to assemble 
at the Reck Island depot yesterday at 12:30 
o’clock and ride vut to South Chicago to wit- 
ness an exhibition of his system. 

The train arrived at the elevator yards near 
the South Chicago Station, and the exhibition 
began immediately. The two elevators are 
separated by a slip 100 feet wide, and on the 
outer side are well stocked lumber yards. At 
the head of theslipisa fire stand, equipped 
with a three and one-haif inch Niagara hy- 
drant, while at the outer extreme right and 
left of the two elevators are two elevated 
three-inch hydrants, arranged so that a 
stream can be thrown regardless of a yard 
full of freight cars. In the engine-room con- 
taining the power for operatmg Elevator C, 
which has a capacity of 1.5600,000 bushels of 
grain, are the electric light plant and a pump 
to be used in operating the sprinkling system, 
and can be used in conjunction with the hy- 
drant apparatus. The latter consists of a 
pumping plant to be used only in case of fire. 
The pump has a capacity of 5,000 gallons a 
minute, and the water supply is unlimited, 
being drawn from the slip fifty feet away. 

The exhibition began with the elevated hy- 
drant at the right, when thousands of gallons 
of water were thrown over the big Elevator 
D, Then the big central hydrant, operated 
under the double pressure, threw an immense 
stream with terri force over the highest 
point of Elevator forming a complete 
deluge. The hydraMat the right played on 
the lumber yard and She tall sinokestack, and 
then the fireboat Chi¢ago, stationed a quarter 
of a mile away, steamed into the slip and 
deluged things generally. The hydrants were 
again tried, and then an alarm to the nearest 
city engine-house was turned in by Marshal 
Smith. Engine 47, at Ninety-third street and 
South Chicago avenue, responded. A fast run 
was made, and a stream was on the elevator 
in five and a half minutes from the time of 
call. Then she inside pipe lines in both ele- 
vators were exhibited, streams pouring from 
every window of the immense structures, 
Elevator C is. equipped with a complete 
sprinkler system,with two 4,500-gallon tanks 
on the top floor and with eighty pounds air 
pressure, but no exhibition could be given, as 
there are 1,350,000 bushels of grain now in 
the elevator. The test was satisfactory in 
every way, and the insurance men and fire 
experts agreed they had never seen sucli per- 
fect and complete elevator protection, 


DECISION AFFECTING LIFE POLICIES, 


Court Holds a Corporation Cannot Be 
Made Beneficiary of the Assured. 

A decision has just been rendered on an im- 
portant question affecting the right of a per- 
son to make a corporation the beneficiary un- 
der a life insurance, and the decision is 
against such practices. The case was one 
in which Trinity College, a Southern institu- 
tion, was the plaintiff and the Travelers of 
Hartford the defendant. A policy was issted 
by the|insurance company mentioned on the 
life of Edward S. Scheppe, aud the college 
was named as beneficiary, it being the idea 
for the insured to pay the premiums and in 
case of his death the institution was to reap 
the benefit. The question was raised as to 
whether the college had an _insur- 
able interest in the man’s life, and 
this policy was issued and then the suit 
brought for some of the year’s unearned pre- 
mium to test the case, before quite a number 
of applications for similar policies would be 
made out. Itisaconceded fact that a man 
can take out a policy on his own life and 
leave the proceeds to any person or institu- 
tion he pleases by will, but the question as to 
whether he could, in the eyes of the law, make 
a corporation the direct beneficiary was a 
mooted point. Hence this test case. The de- 
cision was in favor of the defendant, thus cre- 
ating the precedent that a corporation or 
other party in similar cases has no insurable 
interest in the life of a person who might 
choose to seek to benefit it by means of direct 
life insurance. 


To Become Union Managers. 

It is probable the Lancashire and North Brit- 
ish and Mercantile will become members of the 
Manager Gilbert of the Lan- 
cashire has practically announced his intention 
of entering: the union, The company was a 
union one under P. B. Armstrong. After his re- 
tirement Dan Winslow was appointed Western 
manager. Mr: Winslow did not become a union 
manager. but he was in charge of the Western 
department only a short time. His successor, 
Mr. Gilbert, is known to be in sympathy with tie 
aims and methods of the Western Union. No 
official statement has been made of the inten- 
tions of Manager Littlejohn of the North British, 
but uniou managors are predicting he will be- 
come oue of them.

Mr. Newell’s eldest son, 
Ashbel B. Newell, arrived last night 
from Kingston, N. J. Mr. Newell had gone 
on a vacation and intentionally omitted to’ 
jeave his address, but was finally located yes- 
terday and immediately telegraphed Mr. 
Canniff he would leave on a special train.

The General Managers at a meeting held in 
the association’s rooms yesterday morning 
decided to-attend the funeral in a body.

A few short months ago we were called upon to 
contemplate the suddenness of death by the re- 
moval from our number of an old and valued 
associate, whose death was‘a shock ‘to all. and 
today we aré again assembled to consider the 
loss of another, whose death occurred at Youngs- 
town, Y.. at 2 p. m. Sunday, Aug. 26—John 
Newell, President and General Manager of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern railway 
company.

Born_ in 1830 at > Newburyport, Mass., at the 
age of 16 years we find him engaged in railroad 
service on the Ceatral Vermont railroad as rod- 
man and assistant engineer. Passing from that 

ition in 1851 to that of engineer of various 
ines, then to Superintendent of Construction of 
“the Winona and St. Peter railroad, President of 
the Cleveland and Toledo, engiveer and Superin- 
tendent of the New York Central and Hudson 
River railroad, Vice-President of the Lllinois 
Central, then President of the same company, 
General Manager of tne Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern railway, then President and Gen- 
eral Manager; and added to these duties came 
the Presidency of the Pittsburg and Lake Erie 
and Toledo and Ohio Northern railroads. Surely 
enough, if we may vot say too much, for a man 
of his age. and yet he seemed equal, beth phys- 
ically and mentally. to the task assumed and 
doubtless so consijlered himself. 

The result must come as a warning. to many, 
Shall it be heeded? Heshirked no responsibil- 
ity; was faithful to his trust; honest and con- 
scientious in the performance of every duty he 
leaves behind him a monument, in the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern railway of today, 
more enduring than granite, and to which his 
name shall ever attach itself. We mourn our 
loss, and to the family of our departed friend we 
will extend heartfelt sympathy.

FULLER PLAN REFERRED TO JUDD. 


County Attorney to Give an Opinion on 
a the New Building Proposition. 
Castles in the air were built by members 
of the Public Service committee yesterday 
while they discussed the plans of the George 
A. Fuller company fora new county build- 
ing, and advanced their own ideas as to what 
is needed and how to secure it. The upshot 
of the matter was a reference of the Fuller 
plans to County Attorney Judd, with instruc- 
tions:to submit an opinion as soon as possi- 
ble. Commissioner Kunstman thought the 
board should first have an opinion from the 
uttorney as to the rights of the county to ac- 
cept such a proposition. Commissioner Hoff- 
man thought the whole matter out of order 
and moved with Commissioner Cunning that 
it be placed on file. Commissioner Kunst- 
man said there is a question whether the 
budget law by which the board is governed 
applies to the maintenance ot a Court-House, 
and that that question should be decided by 
the attorney. Commissioner Edmanson was 
firm that the proper way isto put the ques- 
tion of a $5,000,000 bond issue before the 
people at the coming fall election and let 
them decide it. He‘ believed, in case they 
voted for it, the County Board should adver- 
tise for bids and secure the competition of all 
the architects in the country. 
When the plans are approved the 
board should let the contract entire 
to one contractor and thus save time, money, 
and the oprortunity for boodling that might 
arise from such an immense undertaking. 
Several of the Commissioners thought the 
present building good enough for twenty years, 
and thought an expenditure at the present 
time, except for an improvement of.-the sani- 
tary condition of the building and the neces- 
sary repairs, uncalled for. Commissioner 
Alien said the proper move was to consult 
the city for terms, and then, after pur- 
chasing the old city building, repair both 
and put them in proper shape for the occu- 
pexecy of the county officers and the courts, 
This would give the county ample quarters 
for years to come, with plenty of light, heat, 
and room, and, with proper repairs, the best 
of ventilation. The following resolution was 
then submitted for the considerution of the 
committee: 

WHEREAS, From the report of the County At- 
torney nrade to the board it appears that there is 
littie if any question as to the jegal rights of the 
county to the west half of the Court-House block 
and the building thereon, but that it would be 
considered inequitable for.the county to obtain 
possession without compensating the city to the 
value of its improvements; an 

WHEREAS, It is necessary that some plan be de- 
vised whereby the county can obtain room for the 
proper accommodation of its courts and various 
departments; therefore, 

Resolved, Thatthe Maygr and Council of the 
City of Chicago are requested to appoint a com- 
mittee to confer with a committee from the 
County Board in regard to the matter, and be it 
further 

Resolved. That President Struckman, Commis- 
sioners Cool, Netterstrom, Cunning, and Edman- 
son are hereby appointed a committée on belalf 
of this board to present this action to the Mayor 
and Council and to confer with any cammittee 
that may be appointed or designated by the 
Council for such purpose, and be it further 

Resolved, That the committee is requested to 
act promptly in this matter so as to enable the 
County Board, if possible, to submit a plan or 
proposition for raising the necessary funds to the 
voters at the November election. 

President Struckman said the city authurities 
would iaugh at the county committee and 
that he was confident it would do the county 
no good, After considerable discussion the 
resolution was lost by a vote of 5 yeas and 6 
nays. ‘This settled the matter and it will for 
the present rest in the hands of the County 
Attorney. 


Douglias-Boulevarders Threaten Injunction

PARADE OF UNIFORM RANK THE 
FEATURE OF THE ENCAMPMENT.

Fifteen Thousand Knights in Line, March- 
ing by State Brigades=Supreme Chan- 
cellor Blackwell Makes His Report= 
Stands Firmly Against the Use of the 
German RituuleSays the Exclusion of 
Saloonkeepers and Bartenders Has 


Worked Well. ° 
Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 28.—The feature 
of the Pythian encampment was the grand 
parade of the Uniform Rank this afternoon. 
Fifteen thousand Knights were in line, march- 
ing by State brigades, and the procession was 
more than two hours passing the Presidential 
reviewing stand. Pennsylvanid avenue was 
crowded with more than 100,000 people, a 
large proportion of them visitors from out of 


the city. 
The President reviewed the procession from 


a small stand erected on the curbing just in 
front of the White House, A few minutes 
after 4 o’clock he emerged from the Execu- 
tive Mansion in company with Col, Klao, 
Chief of Staff, representing the Knights of 
Pythias, and Col. Wilson of the United States 
Engineers. The President’s appearance was 
greeted with cheers. As he stood up the 
great crowd again broke jnto cheers and 
handciapping, which continued for several 
minutes, while the object of this attention re- 
moved his hat and ,bowed his acknowledg- 
ments. The President seated himself and 
waited patiently for fifteen minutes before 
the head of the line appeared. Then he 
arose, and as the Knights swept past 
he acknowledged the salutations of the 
commanding officers by bowing. The scene 
was a brilliant one. At the head of the line 
rode the members of the Citizens’ committee 
in black clothes and silk hats, escorted by 
three crack militia organizations of the city. 
After them came Maj.-Gen. Carnahan and his 
staff on horseback. All the Knights were uni- 
formed in black broadcloth frock coats, with 
silver buttons, red belts, and white or silver 
helmets with heavy scarlet plumes. Their 
officers were mounted and richly uniformed. 
Every division was headed by a band and 
displayed handsome banners. Maj.-Gen. Car- 
nehan reviewed the line near the Treasury 
Department on its return march, and’ the ‘re- 
view was not ended until after.7 o'clock. 
The United States Marine Band gave a con- 
cert in convention hall this evening. 
Conclave of the Supreme Lodge. 

The conclave of the Supreme Lodge was 
called to order by Supreme Chancellor W. W. 
Blackwell in Builders’ Exchange Hall at 10 
o'clock. Great secrecy was observed and the 
entrances were carefully guarded. The roll. 
call was answered by delegates from nearly 
every State and Territory. Supreme Chan- 
cellor Blackwell and Supreme Keeper of the 
Record and Seal R. L. C.:. White read their 


biennial reports. 2 

The report of the Supreme Chancellor, W. 
W. Blackwell, deals with questions rising 
from what heterms an organized rebellion 
of certain persons who have persisted in pub- 
lishing and using a German translation of the 
ritual of the order despite the refusal of the 
Supreimne Lodge to permit such translations. 
The Supreme Chencellor makes a strong plea 
for Americanizing the order. He gives the 
following as the statistics of membership of 
the order according to unofficial reports to 
July 1, 1894: Grand lodges, 54; subordinate 
lodges, 6,262; total number of members, 
465.741, a net increase of 723,025 members 
during the last two years. The tinanciel con- 
dition of the order is, he states, most satis- 
factory, notwithstanding the failure of the 
former Supreme Mastér of Exchequer. The 
Supreme Chancellor said in substance: 

No small amount of friction has been engen- 
dered during the last two years, growing out of 
the action of the Kansas City sess:on, dissolving 
all connection heretofore nominally recognized 
as existing between the Pythian Sisters and the 
Supreme Lodge, and thereby bringing this insti- 
tution under the ban of proscription through the 
adoption of a new ritual. A part of my duty has 
been to rule that no Koight of Pythias could te- 
gaily join the order of Pythian Sisters or any 
other institution using any part of our hame and 
not under control of the Supreme Lodge. This 
decision had:engendered much feeling and some 
of our so-calied Pythian papers and even 
members of high standing have  pub- 
licly insisted that the decision be ignored. 
The Pythian Sisters themselves have taken this 
matter up, and my correspondence has been mul- 
tiplied many times endeavoring to pacify their 
ruffied feelings, with but very slight, if any, suc- 
cess. My opinion is wecan best guard our in- 
terests by permitting the edict of Kansas City to 
stand; but, in view of the fact that the Supreme 
Lodge, at its Cincinnati session in 1888, granted 
the present organization of Pythian Sisters the 
right to use the name of our order, and nominal- 
ly to take in our members if they wished, I am of 
the opinion we are in honor bound to lift the 
ban so far a$ our present obligations proscribe 
the Pythian Sisters, and permit our membership 
to join if they desire soto do. This can be done 
by special edict, making an exception so far as 
the operation of the Jaw may affect them and let 
it stand as to all other organizations. 


The German Question. 


Under the head of the German question, it be- 
comes my duty to record a list of facts, a series 
of acts, and'‘an experience in the attempt to hat- 
die an eleméentin our membership whose chief 
delight seems to have rested in the desire to stir 
up as mucli discord, confusion, and disloyalty as 
possible. With the publication of the fact that 
the Supreme Lodge had, at its Kansas City ses- 
sion, refused to permit the translation of the 
new ritu’l into any foreign lar guage; commenced 
a system of opposition, particularly on the part 
of our German membership, which at first took 
form in the shape of protests, later-in expres 
sions of disloyaity and secession, and finally cul- 
minated in such a dishonorable disregard of as- 
sumed obligation as to take shape in an organ- 
ized rebellion, having for its main object the 
riding down of ali law. rule, or regulation set for 
government, and exhibiting the spirit of. deter- 
mination to “rule or ruin.” As an organizatidn, 
we are now brought face to face with the fact 
that a minority element in our -membership are 
inopen rebellion. Immediately following the close 
of the Kansas City session the German lodges com- 
menced pouring into mv office a series of protests 
It was claimed the German membership in our 
order numbered 75,000 to. 100.000, and that if 
they seceded in a body, as was probable, the | re- 
diction was ventured that it would destroy the 
order. My investigation demonstrated the mem- 
bership in German lodges, ali told, does not ex- 
ceed 13,000 men at this time. Another claim 
set up was the ‘‘utter inability of the German 
lodges to tse the English language.”’ My investi- 
gation has demonstrated that it is not a question 
of inability, but a hard-hbeaded and determined 
‘don't want to.”’: This feeling finally culminated 
inacall for the representatives of all German 
lodges in the order to meet in revolutionary con- 
vention for the purpose of organizing‘and defying 
the authorities. A meeting was held in Indi- 
anapolis, Ind.. June 12 and 13, 1893. 

a Every single participantin that Indianapolis 
meeting. says the Supreme Chancellor, ** was 
reeking with treason’‘and guilty of a malicious 
and fuliy conceived falsehood and no one was 
better acquainted with these facts than Past Su- 
preme Representative Henry Wetlenvoss of Ken- 
tucky. I take the broad ground that the English 
language is a language of necessity in the United 
States and Canada, and that a reasonable kuow!l- 
edge and understanding of the same is a neces- 
sary adjunct to good citizenship. and that no 
man is a good enough citizen to become a mem- 
ber of the order in this country until he does un- 
derstand our language,” 

Under the title of disloyal Past Grand Chan- 
celiors I wish to’refer you to Charles T. Loehr. 
Richmond, Va.; Henry Welienvoss, Louisville. 
Ky.; and Fred Buchmann, Chicago. I charge 
each with having aided, abetted, and, by their 
conduct and presence, with having encouraged 
the German insubordinates to greater acts of dis- 
loy aity, and, in so doing, of having violated every 
principle of honor in connection with these high- 
er obligations, thereby proving themselves totally 
unworthy of the high honors heretofore con- 
ferred.. Believing that an example should be 
made of these disloyal members that it may 
Stand as an object lesson, | am constrained to 
ask that steps be at once taken looking to the 
expulsion or suspensian of these three individu- 
ais from further membership in the Supreme 

odge. , 

Saloonkeepers and Bartenders. 


Some years ago this body granted permission 
to the grand ledges to locally iegislate as they 
might desire — the saloon element question 
and the eligtbility of owners and tenders thereof 
to membership in our order. Under this permis- 
sion several grand lodges have since declared sa- 
loonkeepers the bartenders ineligible to member- 
ship. The grand lodges which have taken hold 
of this question and legislated to exclude this 
doubtful material have not only succeeded in 
securing the best material, but they also 
stand as the most active and _ prto- 
gressive among the grand jurisdictions. 
So strongly am I convinced that the step is one in 
the interest of law, order, morality, respectabil- 
ity, better citizenship, and a higher knighthood, 
that I am constrained to conclude that the time 
has come when we, gs a great fraternity, should 
put aside policy. expediency, or any other ques- 
tion of doubt that may stand in the way ana de- 
clare ourselves the leaders of reform by manfully 
facing this important question and deciaring 
that no saloonkeeper, bartender, or professional 
gambler shal! hereafter be considered as eligibie 
to apply for membership in any iodge of this 
order. 

The Supreme Chancellor recommends that 
suitable provision be made for erecting a

Lodge will be taken up with the con- 
sideration of the new constitution, prepared 
by the Constitutional Commission appointéd 
by the last couvocation, with Gen. W. D. Kea- 
nedy of Chicago as Secretary; Congressman 
George B. Shaw of Eau Claire. Wis., as Chair- 
man: and George B. Seay of Gallatin, Tenn.; 
John H. Alexander of Leesburg, Va.; W. A. 
Radclitfe of Henderson, Ky.; and M. C. Ste- 
vens of New York as active members. 
The report will recommend = sweeping 
changes and a complete revision of 
the constitution. The titles of the of- 
ficers will be changed, and they will 
be designated. simply as President, Secre- 
tary, etc. The new constitution is an ap- 
plication, as far as possible, of the simplicity 
of the United Siates Governmentto a secret 
organization. The executive poweris in the 
President. the Senate will he the governing 
power, and there will be a tribunal of judges. 
It will also be recommended that members 
in arrears for non-payment of dues, instead 
of being suspended or expelled, shall be trans- 
ferred to a separate class to be called the non- 
beneficiary members. This will give them 
the right to attend lodge meetings and re- 
ceive the pass-word, but not to vate or re- 
ceive care while sick. 

At the meeting of the Supreme Lodge the 
Idaho delegate, J. W. Daniels, presented 
Supreme Chancellor Blackwell a gavel of 
silver and mahogany, and Delegate Walker 
of Montana presented hima gola and silver 
jewel.

EDISON OOMPANY FIGHTS A RIVAL. 


Sues the Superior Light, Heat, and Powet 
Company for Alleged Infringements. 
The Edison Electric Light company filed 
two suits in the United States District Court 
yesterday against the Superior Light, Heat, 
and Power company of Chicago, operating a 
plant for incandescent and arc lighting in the 
basement of Nos. 213 and 215 State street. 
Emil W. Ritter, President, and Emil L, Op- 
perman, Secretary, are made defendants with 
the company. The suits are for alleged in- 
fringemnent upon the Thomas A. Edison 
patents for incandescent lighting and 
device for the distribution of lighting. 
The defendant company is charged with hav- 
ing secured a number of the patrons of the 
Edison company by furnishing them with 
light at less cost than does the Edison com- 
pany. Attached tothe bill is an exhibit re- 
viewing a similar suit against infringers on 
the patents decided in~favor of the Edison 
company by the Circuit Court of Appeals of 
the United States. Similar suits have been 
begun by the Edison company all over the 
country where rival companies are furnishing 
incandescent lights.
